Omoioo, Joly 10.—T«n aeree of peo- 
ple on tlip slopiiip sideiof the Cciliscuin 
yesterday aaw the silTer htimeted glud- 
iaton in tills arena orerpowcr the gold 
pliolauxes and phuit the banner of silver 
upon the ramparts of Democracy. Tli<\v 
saw what may prove the disruption uf <i 
great politioal party amid scenes of en 

thnsiastn such us perhaps never before 
occurred tu a uatioual couveution. 
ThejsawMiOOO people with imaffina- 

tion flamed l\v t)it' burning words of 
passionate oratory swayed like wind 
swept flelda; they heard the awful roar 
of 80,000 Toices burst like a volcano 
against the reverberating dome over- 
head. They saw u man carried upon 
the shooldeM of others intozioated with 
enthusiasm amid tumult and turbu- 
lence. They listened to appeals, tu 
■ threats, to cries for mercy and Anally 
they wiitclied the Jnbilont majority seal 
its victory and the vanquished stalk 
snllenly forth into the daylight. 

The battle for the snpremooy of Dem- 
ocratto principles was fooght out in a 
session that lasted from 11 o'clock iu 
the nornin;; until shortly before 5 
o'dockiu the afternoon. Each side 
sent its ehamptods to the foriun. Sen* 
ator Tillman of South Carolina, Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, cx-Cougresiiman 
William Jennings of Nebraska crossed 
swords with Senator Hill of New York, 
Senator Vilas of Wisconsin and ex-Gov- 
ernor Russell of Massachusetts. 

The sinister looking senator from the 
state of Calhonn, with his eyes blazing 
ili tiarice at an audience whii-h mani- 
fested its unfriendliness by a storm of 
hisses opened the debat« with a wildly 
I)aPsion!ite speeeh in which he afTlrnied 
tliat the buttle fur the restoration of sil- 
ver was a war for the emancipation of 
the white slaves as the war of 1860 had 
been one for the emancipation of the 
black slaves. 

Senator Vilas, who was postmaster 
general nnder OleveUnd's first admin- 
isti-ati<iii, bitti'i'ly (lenoonoed what he 
termed an attempt to launch the party 
on a career so wild that the world stood 
aphast. With a wave of his arm that 
was full of impressive portent, he 
sounded his warning: "Somewhere iu 
this country," said he, "there may be 
some Murat, some Danton, some Kube- 
spierre, but we will not follow them 
into another French revolution." 
■ Ex'Govemor Bassell, the Massaoha- 
Fctts statesman, who has thrice can-ieil 
the staudai-d of Democracy to victory 
in the Old Bay state, pleaded for a word 
of cuncession, of ConoiUation, and con- 
cluded with a solemn warning that the 
ooontry, if not the convention, wonld 
listen. 

Demonstration followed demonstra- 
tion at frequent intervals tlirouKhout 
these speeches, but it was Senator Hill 
who aroused the gold forces to their 
wildest enthusiasm, and IJryan, thf boy 
orator of the Platte, who sot the silver 
men aflight. The demonstration for 
Hill, Nvlio with close lopic and trench- 
en t blade sought the very heart conten- 
tion as he bitterly assailed as un-Demo- 
cratio the new creed which the major- 
ity was to proclaim, lasted about 16 
minutes. Although more protracted 
than that which greeted Bryan, it was 
of a different nature. The latter was 
the spontaneous outburst of cntliusiasm 
kindled by tlie touch of maguetic elo- 
quence. 

The star of the brilliant young orator 
fMin the plains of Nebraska has bdmed 
^utightly on the horizon of the conven- 
tion for two days. There were several 
demonstrations in his belialf Wednes- 
day, but this was the first opportunity 
he had to show himself. His audience

azine needed but the spark and Bryan 
aiiplird it with the skill of Kcnius. His 
very apjH'arance captured tlic audience. 

His sjM ech was a masterpiece of fer- 
vid uratory, with consummate elo- 
quence he stated the case of silver and 
parried the arguments of the gold men. 
Marie Antony never applied the match 
v\ith more effect. The convention t(X)k 
fin* witli enthusiasm. It crackl(>d as by 
the war of flanu's. Hill was forgotten, 
all else was forgutteu fur the moment. 
Cheers ."welled to yells, yells became 
screams. Every chair in the vast Ooh- 
seutH and every chai^ in the vast wil- 

dern<"^s on the hillsides li.vamo a nx'k 
on ^^ lii< h frantic^ men an<l woiiu'ii were 
wildly waving haniikcrcliicfs, . ain s, 
hat.*, and umbrellas, anything moveable. 
Some wei'e like men demented, divested 
themselves of their ooats and flung 
them high in the air. 

A del^p»te uprooted the purple stand- 
ard of his state and bore it frantically 
^) the place whore uros(> the Standard of 
Nebr:»ska. Others followed the exam- 
ple. Two- thirds of the state standards 
were torn from their sockets and carried 
as trophies to Nebraska^ where they 
were held in midair. A dozen delegates 
rushed upon the stage and shouldered 
the lialf-dazed orator and bore him in 
tiuimph down the aisle. Louder and 
louder s!iriek<!d the tliousands until the 
volume uf sound broke like a gigantic 
wave and fell, only to rise and teeak 
again. For almost 16 minutes this 
maddened tumult continued, while the 
delepnti^s witli th(^ state standards pa- 
raded tlic enclosure. Old iKjlitical gen- 
erals wrie stupefied. U tlie ballot for 
the nomination had been taken then it 
\vould have been a stampede. 

When it was all over the votes wen 
taken first on the minority substitute 
for tlic platform off i>re(l by Senator Hill 
wiiidi was defeated— to 80.3; then 
on the resolution to endor.se the admin- 
istration which was beaten— 357 to C4, 
and lastly ou the adoption of the plat- 
form which was carried — 698 to 301. 
Senator Tillmm, after the rejection uf 
the resolution to endoise tl>c adniini- 
Btration, witlidi-cw his resolution to 
censure till' administiation. 

The couvuntiou then adjourned until 
8 o'clock. 
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NIQM T SE SSION. 

Tlie Uoot Dnuiwtle Act of tho Couveatlou 
So Far. 

Chicago, July 10.— The night session 
furnished all the preliminary incidents 
of the most dramatic act of the conven- 
tion. It was by long odds the most 
spectacular, for as the hands of the 
cluck were creeping ou toward the ap- 
pointed hour of 8 when the president 
making was to be^n, the great banks 
of teats filled with the biggest crowd 
whicli has yet secured admission, for 
the tirst time tilling the galleries and 
attaining the Ohlcago standard of big- 
ni'ss. 

tJutsidi' otlier hundreds were clanior- 
intf b( f(ire tlie (lours and stiiruijr u]) 
stitliiii,' rlonils of (lii>t whi<'li liuiiK uvrr 
the sriMic like siiiiilic; the tmllrys luid 
elevati'd cars and special trains were 
emptyini; thousands, tlic streets were a 
mass i]f cabs, carna;.:es and bicyeles. 
lnsi(le the incandescent lij:li»-^, liun>^ 
hinh on the iron ralters, cast patclics 
of (,'lare and shadow on the ronj,'h acres 
ot' heail-;. Three hra/.en bands from 
their difl'creiit statimis clamored away 
upon patriotic melodies anil as state di'l- 
eparions entered wi're shrilly clieeied, 
while tiie familiar fa<'e of each leader 
was given an ovation of liis own. 
■ It was S;4i-,' bidore the acting cliair- 
mau, Mr. Kii liardson, lapped Lin;; and 
loud, and then failing to hnnu' i>vd<-i 
out of the Confused murmur ol many 
voices, thescuflle of feet and the sliout- 
iug of orders by the subordinates, ap- 
pealed tu the crowds to "respect th( 
gavel." Sergeant-at-arms Martin canu 
tu the front of the platfm-m and called 
loudly tu his aids to restore order and 
clear the aisles. It took five miiitites to 
secure a semblance uf order. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas gained roc 
ognition and moved that the convention 
])rui.'eed tu the nomination of a candi- 
date for president of the United States. 
It was curled with a roar, the galleries 
adding a round of applause iu recogni- 
tion the actual opening of the con 
test. 

Chairman Richardson announced that 
by agreement the roll of states would 
be called for the presentation of candi 
dates. Alabama was first to be called, 
and the chairman announced that the 
state would pass for the present. Ar- 
kantas came next. 

"Arkansas yields to Senator Vest of 
Missouri," shouted Senator Jones, and 
there was a wave of applanse from the 
Bland adherents. 

Senator Vest then stepped upon the 
platform and bei^n his speech nomi- 
nating Bland. His first mention of the 
name of Bland brought out a short deni- 
unstratiun, but the senator's closing 
words were tho signal for another Bland 
demonstration, this time long, loud and 
enthusiastic. A banner bearing tho 
well known face of "Silver Dick" was 
hoisted in the middle aisle. The con- 
vention ruse en masse, men cheered and 
waved hats and handkerchiefs. A large 
Bland banner was carried down and 
placed i,n the platform. 

l"'riini ( Very (juarter of th(> hall rHand 
banners made their appearance, some 
bearing his picture, otiiers 1(1 to I, and 
others vuicing the "invincible and irre- 
pressilile" sentiments uf the .Mis-uuri 
candidate. Meanwhile the wild ( l.uiiMr 
continued.' (.Ine man far up among tlie 
spectators turned an unnibrella inside 
out and waved it madly. The be;irers 
of banners and transparem^ies formed 
in twos and fours and (urcled the iiuU. 
To add to the great volume uf sound 
both bands played simultaneously, 
tilt was 14 mittAtes before Chairman

(iov( rnor Uvermeycr of Kansas then 
took tlie )>latfi)rm and made the SOOOnd 
ing speech fur .Mr. Bland 

t^x-Congressnian .John K. Williams 
of Illinois followed Overnieyer in sec 
ouding lilajid's nomination. 

With the clu.se ot Mr. Williams 
speech tho roll was resumed. On the 
call of California, the chairman, .Mr 
W. W. Foote, annouiieed tiiat the l.s 
votes of that state were instructed for 
St( plien -M. White, but under tlie jHisi- 
tive re<nie8t of .Mr. White his nanu 

would nut be presented. 

Ivx Oovernor Waller (jf Connecticut 
announced tliat the Connecticut delega 
tion wa.s in ei inference and desired to be 
passed tor the present. 

Kx-Seiiator Patrick Wal.sh sjioko 
when (Jeorgia was called, announcing 
tliat tlie delegation had selected Colonel 
H. T. Li wis to nominat(! the man lor 
wiiom (leorgia M'mild vote. No oik 
knew whom Mr. Lewis intended tu 
name, so tiie elements of uncertainty 
clouding his purpose gave him a close 
hearing, and when the name of William 
J. Bryan of Nebraska was mentioned it 
exploded another mine of the same fiery 
Burt which the Nebraakau had infiamcd 
with his own oratoiy a few hours be 
fore. Three or fotir state delegations 
were on their chairs leading tho cheer 
with the Inngs of scattering delegates 
from other states abetting him. Ne 
braska seemed to furnish tho galleries 
with a hero, for they were making th 
great chorus of the noise. 

The blue banner with the placard, 
"William J. Bryan Club of Nebraska; 
16 to 1," embloaoned in silver letters 
was lifted above Nebraska's seats. Tho 

Rtandards of Georpria. Nortli Carolina, 
Louisiana, Michigan and Soatu Dakota 
ralliiMl arountl the bla(( and silver em 
blein and then the standard bearers 
started a march aniund tlie pit. Men 
in the California and Virginia stalls 
pounced upon their emblems intending 
to follow the nrocessioii, but tlieir col- 
ic. igues re>i:^te(l the atta 'k and they 
gave it nj). Two bands iiiteiisitled tlie 
din and a fo;,'horn was blown with tro- 
inenduus wailing up a ider the roof. 

When order was partially restored W. 
C. Clutz of North C.iroiina, a young 
orator of strong voi'>e, took the plat- 
form in behalf uf William J. Bryan of 
Nebraska. 

He was followed by George Fred Wil 
liams of Mas.sachuse:ts who seconded 
the nomination of Bryan. 

Thomas J. Keman, in bthalf of 
Louisiana, also seconded the nomiiiti' 
tion in a strong speech. 

When Indiana was annoniiced Sotia 
tor Turpio made his way to the ht.ige 
and pla(;ed in nomination tne choice of 
the Hoosior state. Governor Claude 
Matthews. Senator Turpie suffers from 
palsy, and thonsh a most effectivi 
speaker iu the senate, his voice was in- 
adequate in snch a vast hall. Besides 
he spol^ from mannscript. The galler- 
ies grew nol^f and he could hardly be 
heard above the din. To add to the 
utter unfortunate circumstances fire- 
works and mortars were being fired out- 
side the Coliseum, and these ezplotdves 
added to the disturbance. 

When at last Senator Turpie men- 
tioned the name of the ludiaua candi- 
date the Hoosier delegation mounted 
their chairs and cheered. A few tin 
horns sounded from the galleries and 
here and there a flag was waved, bnt 
the demonstration was brief. 

There was comparative quiet when 
Oscar A. Trippett of California st3coiid- 
ed the nomination of Uoveruor Mat- 
thews. 

Delegate Frederick White of Iowa 
placed Horace Boies in iiominatiun. 
Mr. White, who looked like a ])la:n 
farmer, proved to bo a forcible spe.iker. 
Wlute was given an atr. niive Ipmi m;... 
There was no deiiionsira( loii iiiiiil lie 
concluded. The Boies delegates arose 
and cheered, but th(« galleries appeared 
Cold. To a young Woman in the south 
terrace belonged the honor of forcing a 
demoiistrarion, second only to that 
which followed the nonunatioa of 
Bland. She was dressed in siiiijde 
wliit(!. Sill? mounted a chair and beg.tn 
waiving a small Ameriean tlag frantic- 
ally to and fro. For fully a minute she 
was uniili.served. Tiien some one no- 
ticed ii r. Kyes begi'ii to turn in her 
direction. She coiilinucil tu wave tilt 
Hag with a rythmie motion, crying as 
she did so, "Boies, Boies, IJoies." 

Thi> delegates got onto their chairs 
the galleries Ix'gan to cluH^r and in tin- 
otlier minute the Coliseum was aflame 
As the deiJionstration grew, all ey(*s 
centered on the young woman in white, 
the Boies iMiiner was carried from the 
pit up the tiarjieu to whore the striking 
figure stood, like a sec^und Joan of \vr, 
urging un tlie nomination of luwa's fa- 
vorite son. The st.iir of the banner was 
placed in her hands and slie swung it to 
and fro while the galleries yelled, (ince 
she sank bock exhausted by her etfurts 
and the din was subsiding. But gath- 
ering her waning strungth for a final 
effort she sprang up again and oncn 
more sei/.ing the banner, she moved 
forward and was almost carried down 
the sloi>o by the maddonod ci-owd about 
her. Swiftly she wont forward to the 
phitform where tho Iowa delegation 
came forward to meut her and esi orti 1 
her with shouts to tho place of the de- 
legation. 

For 14 minutes the demonstmtion led 
by the girl in white kept up. Then or- 
der was restored. The young woman 
who had led 46,000 people proved to be 
Miss Minnie Murry of rfassau, la. This 
incident reminded old convention goers 
of tho great Blaine demonstration at 
.Minn(>apolis four years ago which was 
IM by Miss Carson Lake of New York. 

Mere oratory was a very tome amuse- 
ment after what all the crowd had been 
witnessing. Still, A. D. Smith of Min- 
nesota, who seoouded Boies, was given 
a hearing. 

John S Ule a, who was introduced 
by OUie Jaintss as Kentucky's young 
pant, to nominate "thesuuth's greatest 
UMiuocrat. Joe Blackburn." proved to 



be a typ.eal soutliern orator of tie- fier^* 
sort. so Ins ringing sentences bnniglit 
quiet to till' Coliseum. Mr. Rhea came 
uii(l< r the wire with a true Kentucky 
finisli, then tint band seized theoccasiuu 
wliile tlie K' ntuckians were shouting 
tu play ".My Old Kentu(!ky Hume," 
whieh increased the eutlidsiasm. Dur- 
ing the music an Alabama delegate led 
three cheers for Blackburn, 

The Kentucky nomination was sec- 
onded l)y W. W. Foote, the chairman 
of California's delegation. 

Several states failed to respond to the 
call, but when Massachusetts was 
reached, her chairman rose and said: 
"By the unanimous vote of their con- 
vention the Massachusetts delegation 
was unanimously instructed to pUtce in 
nomination Governor Russell, but by 
his direction and because of the phit- 
form we decline to make a nomina- 
tion." 

Nebraska being called her chairman 
responded that she passed for the pres- 
ent, but at the proper time would take 
pleasmw in casting her votes for "the 
man whom we honor and love, Wil- 
liam J< inings Bryan." 

McDerniott of New Jersey brought 
down jeers and hisses upon his head by 
his defiant declaration "New Jiusey 
does not desire to nominate tuy man on 
this platform." 

When Ohio was called A. W. B,itn< k 
took the platform and nominated John 
H. McLean. Th(> speccii was a ringing 
one, paid triliute to McLean's work for 
silver throiigii lii- paper ami to his party 
rei'i ird. 

I'eniisyivania being called, Mr. Har- 
rity. the chairman of the national com- 
mittee and of the delegation, state(l 
(hat he liad no nominatinn to make at 
this time, but when the roll of states 
was called on to vote for jiresident tilt; 
delegati s wi'uld exjin^ss their prefer- 
ince. 

Virginia was called and the cliainnan 
of tlie (ielegatioii announced that they 
hail been instructed for Daniels, whu 
lie. lini (I to allow his n.une tu b(> pre- 
sented ami the d( lei,Mtion would vote 
fnr Bland. 

Wisconsin beintr c.ilieil ( ieiieral Bragg 
•^aid the sf.ite liad no ' iuiilidate to pre- 
sent on the platform adopted. 

The roll of states was linished at 
Vii'-W. Then .'>enatur Junes uf Arkan- 
sas moved an adjournment. The Bryan 
adherents were not anxious to have the 
balloting p.istponed. There were cries 
for a vote, but the chairman put the 
question and after spectators as well as 
delegates had yelled "yes" and "no," 
declared the convention adjourned. 

COT ELL GUI LTY. 

JaiT Roturas a Vordlot of Mrst Dearrce 
Murder. 

Akrov, O., July 10.— A verdict of 

guilty of niur ler in the first degree was 
retui Tied in the case of Roniie Cotell, 
age(l 1 7, ( barged with killing Mr. and 
Mrs. Alvin Stone and Ira Stillsou 
March '.^8. His motive was to assault 
Flora Stone, their daughter. The 
weapon used with snrh deadly execu- 
tion was a base ball bat. 

The case attracted attention all over 
the country owing not only to the e.\- 
trenie youtli of the convicte(l murderer, 
but the striking develoinnents of th(' 
trial. One line of defense of Cotell's 
counsel was tliat he had l)i ('n hypno- 
ti/.ed by detectives and compelled to 
confess a crime of which he was inno- 
cent. 

A feniah^ (letectiv(> of Cbn'eland. how- 
ever, is believed to have done nmre to- 
ward his conviction than any other one 
person, as in liis cell Cotell confe.>se(l to 
licr the full details of the crime. 

In all probability Hniiiie Cotell will 

be the the first persmi t-i be dei l ro 'Ute 1 

ifi (illio under tlie new law wlucli went 
into eiiVet July 1 , 1s!m;. 

A motion for a new trial will be ar- 
gued in a few (lays. It is most unlike- 
ly it will be granted.

Washixotox, July 10. — Notwith- 
standing discouraging weather eendi- 
tions. Christian Kndeavorers, gatle r 'd 
by thousands in Wasliington, were 
early astir, making their way to the 
many churches set apart fur the sunrise 
services. 

After breakfast the delegates gath- 
eretl again at the Big New York Av- 
enue Presbyterian church to participate 
in a bible book study, conducted by 
President G. 8. Burroughs, D. D., of 
Ci awfordsviUe, lud. 

The great meetings in the big tents 
were originally fixed for 0:30 o'clock, 
but there were some unavoidable de- 
lays, dwing to the damage dono by the 
jirevious night's storm. 

Tent "Williston" was abandon-'d and 
tlie Kndeavorers who had intended to 
li" present there were admitted to the 
reiiiuiniiig tents, Washington and Kn- 
deavor. They were calculated to ac- 
commodate 10,000 people eaeh, but were 
crowded before the services began. 

In tent Washington Bresid'Mi Francis 
Clark of Bo>ton, Ma>s., prewided. The 
program opened with a prayer service, 
followed by devotional exercises, con- 
ducted by the Rev. F. D. Power of this 
city.

TWIN SHAFT DISASTER. 

Two WitneHM* Uxamliied by tho Board of 
Kxamlnors. 

W11.KESBARRK, Pa., July 10.— Tile 
hearing of evidence concerning the 
Twin Shaft disaster at Pitt-ton was re- 
sumed yesterday. Edward Hughes, U8- 
Bistant track layer in the Twin mine for 
two years, testified that for six or seven 
months previous to tho cavc-iu the mine 
was in a dangei-ous condition on aci'ount 
of the caving of the roof. He li-id :u- 
ways been a.''raid for si.\ nioiitlis bi !'on' 
the accident, and on S.itanlay inglit, 
the night before tiie dis.isier. he became 
so frightened by the chiiiping and 
s.iiiee/.ing tli.it lie ipiit Work. 

.Mini> inspector .Mciioiiaid said he was 
called to tile mine at l.ii i o'clock on 
Siind.iv tnovniii;,' and ])iit in what ht^ 
lh'in_i!' w ic pill,ir> .-troiig eiRiugh.

The silver (trains .371 25-100 divided by 
tlie cold Brains 2:; 22-100 leaves as a 
(liiotient lo.ns which in rniind numbert 
is called Hi. This represents the ratio 
o: the dollar silver coin to the dollar 
gold coin. 

The pii-cnt vilver dollars have lieen 
coined on (Jovernment account. The 
Government bought the bullion, coined 
it into dollars of a face value far beyonil 
the cost of the silver, the diti'erence, 
called aeignorage. going into the treasury 
as net |)rf)fit. 

All provisions for coinage of silver 
dollars were repealed in 1803, but the 
Government continues, as necessary, to 
boy silver to coin into oO, 25 and 10 cent 
l>ieces. 

In l!SJ4 tiie ratio between silver and 
gold, which since 1792 had been 15 to 1 
for mint i>urposcs, was chan;;<'d to M to 
1, wliile the ratio iu the states of the 
European Latin Union wan 16} to 1. 

The ri'siilt was the disaiipearanre of 
silver from circulation in the United 
States, because the holder of 16) ounces 
of silver could tret an ounce of (_'oM for it 
in Europe, while under our mint law 
from 1844 to 1873 it took Hi ounces of 
silver to get an onnce of gold or its 
equivalent. 

All the small silver cliamre disappe.ired 
from our circulation, and in 1853 a mint 
law was passed debasing the fractional 
or subsidiary pieces which since then 
have been coined on Government ac- 
count and do not contain in auma of one 
lullar as much ailver M ia contained in 
the dollar piece. 

Silver being undervalued in this conn- 
try between ls:U ami 1S73 it coininanded 
a premium here in terms of ),'ol(l. and as 
fast as silver was produced in the United 
States it was shipped to I'.urope where it 
was more highly valued in the Latin 
Union mints. 

The United States mint law was re- 
vised in 1873 and all provia'on for the 
free coinage of a silver dollar was omitted. 

The omission in 187;> of the silver 
dollar from coinage out no figure at the 
time hicaui^e under the ratio of Iti to 1 
no silver was brought to our mints for 
coinage, and the entire ailver product 
was exported. In the meantime the 
supply of silver was wonderfully in- 
creased by the disccn ery and opening of 
new mines, and the European nations 
one after another heK&n closing their 
mints to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver and began to ado]>t the koKI 
standard. In this way silver was ruled 
out of the currency by the le;;islative 
acta of all the greati commercial nations 
of Europe and America. 

Now the ,'rop jsition i.f the ^.ilver advo- 
cates is to attemj)l to restore the lost 
value of silver by the United States pro- 
viilina for the free ctiinai.'e of silver at tije 
ratio of Iti to I wiliinut waitin;; for any 
international agreement, 'l in- St. Louis 
platform says this can't lie ilone; the 
Chicajso platform will say it can be done 
and the voters of the country will expreaa 
their opinion m November.

Life Frog Found hj Kentneta[ QnurF* 
men— Had Been There For 
Yenn. 

[Exchange.] 
A knotty problem was presented the 
other day to scientists by Gordon Wil- 
liams and Stephen White, two stone 
(j^uarries in the soutlu-astern part of 
I'ayette County. Ky., near the Kentucky 
river Idnll's. Tlie ijuarry in whicli the 
men were at wurk was opened a \'eara>;o, 
and has heeii industriously worked by 
various pernnns all that lime. Tiie cliar- 
acter ol tlu^ stmie is the solid l>hie or 
Trenton limestone, as disiin^'uishetl I'runi 
the gray ot later formation. It is thick 
and strong, many of its ledges r unning 
uniformly from four ti( si\ feet iu thick- 
ness. I'.arly "lie uioruin;; a hlast of dyn- 
amite was put in Iwo feet deep into a 
six-foot ledge and exploded. Then the 
work of removing the broken meaa waa 

he^'un. 

Three feet from the upper surface of 
the stone, between two fragments of the 
broken stone, was found a fully devel- 
oped frog in the solid rock, having only 
a cell tlie size of its body to mark its 
abode of ages. The space waa a little 
more than iialf the si/.e of a gooae egg, 
but longituilinallv, and in outline resem- 
bled the body of the frog. The little 
animal, when released from his prison 
life, seemeil in no way disconcerteu, took 
his own time to make his first hop, hesi- 
tated about the second, and when he Bad 
reached about a rod from the start 
stopped deliberately and scratched his 
left ear with the toes of hia left hind 
foot. The queetion ia, how did be get 
there, how long haa he been there and 
upon what did he anbaiat during the 
ages of bis confinement— solid atone at 
leaat two feet from the cloaeat air |u>Mt

The idea of touching a duster, 
or of attending to the care of the room, 
or of doing anything but pouring out 
medicine, putting on the proper applica- 
tions, and taking temperatures in the 
most ladylike wav, becomes revolting to 
tlie majority of t^iem, so that one often 
sighs for the old-fashioned nurse, who 
would settle down and do everything for 
$10 a week.

FRANK HURD DYING. 

SuSRsrlag From Throo Strokoe of Apoplosy 
aad Can Rol I.oBg Sarrlvo. 

Toledo, July 10.— Hon. Frank W. 

Ilurd is dying at his room in tho Boody 
llnusc as a re.sult of thrco strekes cf 
apoi)lexy. Tht« first stroke occurred 
about noon yesterday, tho second at r, 
o'clock, and the last, at 10 o'clock. Ho 
rallied and became consciftis djtfing the 
evening, but has been unconscious since 
10:30 o'olo-k last night nnd his death is 
but a niattf r of a few hours at the best. 

He was horn on Christinas day, 1841, 
and was admitted to tlie bar in his na- 
tive county, Knox, when lie was 'il 
years old. Hp was a ineiulier of the 
state seiiiite shortly afterward. Ho 
came to Toledo in ISdit; was twice elect- 
ed city solicitor and tlire(> times to (Con- 
gress in the 70s, wliei e lie hecaine fii- 
mous as tho most eliKiiieiit Amoricau 
aiivucafe of free traile. He resumeii tin; 
jiraetice of law and became the leader 
of the Toledo bar. 

He complied the criminal code of 
Ohio and introduced the first law in th(* 
(^hio lejiislature p(>rmittiii;i a defendant 
in a crimiii.d case to testify in his own 
behalf. Mr. Hurd was a graduate of 
Keiiyon college, became a convert t(} 
Catholii.'isni during the war. His sur- 
viving relative is his sister, Mrs. Clark, 
of Mount Veruou, O., who has been 
tdegraphed for.
